and port of Savannah is the proper point on 
on the Southern Atlantic, through which to 
carry on this trade, 

Savannah is the best point on the South 
Atlantic Coast for this trade. The harbor 
bas an easy entrance, over a bar on which 
there is twenty-six feet at mean high water 
and nineteen feet at mean low witer. The 
lower harbor has decp water and good an- 
chorage; vessels drawing sevesteen anda 
half feet go up to the wharves of the cily,
